provide for the election of senators 
by dlreet popular vote. 
The Bristow 
amendment, giving to the federal gov­ 
ernment supervision of such elections, 
was adopted. 
'The vote was 41 to 44 
and the vice president cast the de­ 
ciding ballot. 
The resolution for a constitutional 
amendment has passed the house and 
now will so back to that body for con­ 
currence in the Bristow amendment. 
The amended resolution now goes 
into conference between the senate 
and 
house and 
some s* nators 
pre­ 
dicted that tile house would refuse to 
accept it. 
Adoption of the Bristow amendment, 
which omitted 
the 
house 
provision 
transferring supervision of senatorial 
elections from congress to the state 
legislatures, was made possible by Mr. 
Clarke of Arkansas casting the only 
Democratic \ote for the proposition.

\ 'th his party, with whom ho 
later voted on adoption of the reso­ 
lution

On the resolution as amended the 
vote, 64 to 21, was six more than the 
necessary two-thirds majority.

Minneapolis, June 13.— A complete 
change of clothing was found near 
w here Joseph D. Bren, deposed cash­ 
ier of the state university, said he 


was robbed of $13,800 on a bypath of 
the university Ju n e 2. 
Trousers, shirt, 
coat 
and a 
black slouch hat 
were 
found in various places about fifty 
feet from t ie scene of the robbery ly­ 
ing on the edge of the bank in the 
Shrubbery and bushes. 
Tht hat was identified by Mr. Bren 
as sim ilar to the one worn by his as­ 
sailant and previously described by 
him as such. 
Henry Morris, the pho­ 
tographer in the pathology building, 
who saw three men lying on the path 
near the scene of the reported holdup, 
also testified the hat as being like that 
worn by tne roughest looking of the 
three men. 
It has been suggested by those be­ 
hind the investigation of the robbery , 
that if the clothing belonged to one of 
the robbers they had been worn to the 
bypath, where they were changed for 
other apparel. 
It was suggested, how­ 
ever, that the robber would not be 
likely to stop near the scene of the 
robbery to make so complete a change 
iii clothing in the shrubbery. Some ot 
those who saw the clothes expressed 
the opinion that it was a hoax

Three Persons Killed and Others Her 
at Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, June 13.— Three per­ 
sons were killed, several seriously in­ 
jured, wires prostrated, trees uproot* *1 
and 
buildings damaged 
by an en . 
ttical storm which visited this city 
and vicinity. 
At 
Allentown 
the cyclonic 
winds 
prostrated live wires which fell on a 
frame house with corrugated iron lin­ 
ing. 
As David S. H. Gackenbach. aged 
thirty years, and Hannibal J. Dotterer, 
aged twenty-four years, were leaving 
the building they touched the metal 
and were instantly killed. 
John W ag­ 
ner, aged forty years, was killed try­ 
ing to rescue the men.
